The Brunswick Association met in its First Annual

N. C., November 30, 1899.

RULES OF ORDER. 


SECTION 1. On the meeting of the Association the 
Moderator of the preceding session shall preside till his 
successor is known. In case of his absence the Clerk 
shall call the Association together, and a Moderator pro 
tem shall be elected. 

Sec. 2. Each session of this Association shall be opened 
and closed with religious exercises, to be conducted by 
the Moderator, or whomsoever he may choose. 

Sec. 3. At each daily session and before proceeding 
to business, the names of the delegates shall be called 


and the pr oceedings of the previous day be read. 


Sec. 4. The members shall observe towards the offi- 


cers and each other that courtesy which becomes Chris- 


tians. 


_, Sec. 5. Any member wishing to speak shall rise and 
~ address the Moderator; he shall confine himself strictly 
to the question under ‘consideration and avoid person- 


alities. 

SEC. 6. No member shall speak more than twice on 
the same subject without permission. 

Sec. 7. All motions shall receive a second before being 


PS ey P, 
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considered, then they shall be definitely stated by the 
Moderator before discussion. 
Sec. 8. No motion shall be withdrawn after discus- 
sion. | 

SEC. 9. When a question is under consideration, no 
motion or proposition shall be received, except to ad- 
Journ, to lay on the table, to amend, or postpone indefi- 
nitely, which several motions shall take precedence in 
the order in which they are stated. 


Sec. 10. After a motion has been decided, any mem-. 


ber having voted in the majority may move a reconsid- 
eration. 


Sec. 11. No member shall absent himself during the - 
_ session of the Association without permission of the 


Moderator, and none shall take final leave of absence 
without permission of the Association; and if any shall 
do so, their absence shall be noted in the Minutes. 
_ Se. 12. All questions except such as relate to the con- 
stitution shall be decided by a majority vote. 
SEC. 13. The Association shall have the right to de- 
cide what subjects shall be admitted for consideration. 
Sec. 14. These rules of order may be altered or 
amended at any regular session of the Association by a 
majority vote. 


CONSTITUTION. 


‘ 


ARTICLE 1. This body shall be denominated and known 
as the Brunswick Association. : 

ArT. 2. The object of this Association shall be the 
promotion of Christ’s kingdom among men, and the 
means of accomplishing this shall be in strict conformity 
with the New Testament. | : 


ArT. 3. This Association shall be composed of dele- 
gates and ordained ministers having care of churches _ 


and holding membership in this Association, except the 
privilege of voting. Cay 

Art. 4. The delegates from each church shall bear a 
letter certifying their appointment and giving an account 
of the condition of their church and statement of all 
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Ne funds contributed to benevolent purposes during the 


year, and of the Sunday School. ° 

Art. 5. The officers of this Association shall be a 
Moderator, Secretary and a Treasurer. | 

ArT. 6. The Moderator shall be elected annually by 
ballot, and shall preside at all the meetings of this body. 

Art. 7. The Secretary shall be elected by ballot, and 
hold his office during the pleasure of the body. He 
shall, during all the sessions of the same, keep a faith- 
ful record of the proceedings and have the Minutes — 


printed and distributed to the churches according to the 


amount paid by each for that purpose. For this he 


shall be paid as the Association may direct. 


Art. 8. The Treasurer shall be elected by ballot and 
hold his office during the pleasure of the body. He 


shall receive and pay over to the proper parties all of 


the money contributed by the churches, and make an 


annual report of the same to the Association. 


ART. 9. The Association shall appoint an Executive 
Committee of seven members, who shall have the su- 
perintendence of the Associational Missions and such 
other objects as may be intrusted to them. They shall 
have the power to disburse all sums paid to them by 
the Treasurer of the Association for the objects under 
their charge, and to collect and disburse funds for those . 
objects during the intervals between the meetings of 
this body. The members of this Board shall be answer- — 
able to the Association for their doings. 

ART. 10. Any church desiring to become.a member 
of this body shall present her petition at a regular meet- 
ing of this body, through delegates appointed for that 
purpose; and if the Association shall consent to receive 
her, the Moderator shall extend the right-hand of fel- 
lowship to the delegates. 

ArT. 11. The Association shall not.maintain fellow- 
ship with any of the churches that neglect to preserve 
gospel order. 

Art. 12. The Association may invite brethren to seats 
and extend to them all the privileges of regular dele- 
gates except that of voting. . 

Art. 13. The annual session of this Association shall 
commence on Thursday before the second Sunday in 
November in each year. .
